MINISTRY OF DEFENCE 

S.R.O. 374, dated 11th Dec. 1959. — The following bye-laws for the regulation 
of cycles let out for hire in the Ranikhct Cantonment framed by Cantonment 
Board, Ranikhet in exercise of the powers conferred by Clause (25) and (26) 
of Section 282 of the Cuntonment Act, 1924 (II of 1924), are published for 
information, the same huving been previously approved and confirmed by the 
Central Government as required by Sub-Section ( 1 ) of Section 284 of the Canton- 
ments Act, namely. 

BYE-LAWS FOR THE REGULATION OF CYCLES LET OUT FOR HIRE IN 
THE RANIKHET CANTONMENT 

1. No person shall keep cycles for hire unless he has obtained a licence 
from the Cantonment Board, 

2. A fee of Rs. 1 per cycle per annum shall be charged from the proprietor 
of a cycle shop for the grant of a licence under these bye-laws. 

3. A metal plate showing the licence number of the Cantonment and frame 
number of the cycle for which the tax has been paid shall be issued by the 
Cantonment Board and shall be affixed by the owner on a conspicuous part of 
the cycle. 

4. Cycles on hire shall be put for inspection of the Cantonment Executive 
Officer every fortnight for mechanical check and if found defective the licence 
may be suspended by the Board. 

PENALTY 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 283 of the Act, the Board hereby 
directs that a breach of any of the provisions of the above bye-laws shall be 
punishable with fine which may extend to Rs. 50.

and washing”, omit the figure “0 06” under column ‘Ad Valorem' and 
insert figure ‘0-06’ under column ‘By Maunds’; 

(vil) in item 11 under the heading “Class 3. Articles used for fuel, lighting 
and washing” omit the figure “0T3” under column ‘Ad Valorem’ and 
insert the figure ‘0T3’ under column ‘By Maunds’; 

(viii) in clause item under the heading “Class 3. Articles used for fuel 
lighting and washing” for “Fire Woods” read “Fire Works”; 

(ix) in item 1 under the heading “Class 4. Articles used m the construction 

of buildings and roads” omit the figure "0.03” under column ‘By 
Maunds’ and insert figure *0'03’ under column ‘Ad Valorem’. 

(x) in item 5 under the heading “Class 4. Articles used in the construction 

of buildings and roads” for “Kashi" read “Kahi”; 

(xi) in item 3 under the heading “Class 5. Drugs, gums, spices and per- 

fumes” for “indige” read “indigo”; 

(xii) in item 5 under the heading “Class 7. Piece goods and other textile 

fabrics" for “Minari” read "Miniari”; 

(xin) in item 6 under the heading “Class 9. Miscellaneous” for "Sewn or 
unsown” read “sawn or unsawn".
